in event of wheal crop failures. 
Details of the new farm relief pro­ 
gram have not been determined upon 
but the allocations of

credlta made available yesterday will 
be decided within a few days. 
Presidents of agricultural colleges 
of the spring wheat growing stales 
will be called to a conference with 
head directors of the corporation in 
allocating the funds.

I?:i st bn 11 pots ifs 1024 start today with the opening 
games in the National and American Leagues. 
Opening games have been 
opening seasons for so many years that they have worn out all novelties and 
national sentiment at the debut in a sort of casual: “The old g a m e s bank. 
Let’s go!" 
The National League will start with Huston at Philadelphia, Brooklyn at 
New York. Pittsburgh Lit Cincinnati and Chicago al St. Louis. 
The American League will step off with St. Louis at Chicago, Cleveland at 
Detroit, Philadelphia at Washington and New York ut Boston. 
John A. Heydler, president of the National L eague, said today that he ex 
pee ted one of the most successful seasons his league ever had enjoyed. 
“Our teams have been improved," he said, “by the bringing up of a n u m ­ 
ber of fine young ball players aud by several trades made since the last sea 
son closed. 
Strength in the league is divided as evenly as I ever remember 
seeing it. 
“We have four teams standing for the pennant and two other teams that 
have all the makings of a dark horst*, if there is to tie one in the race. 
’I he 
public is certain to be interested because the compet.ition will be first class 
and because baseball is growing in popularity.” 
Heydler does not agree with some critics who have expressed Hie opinion 
that baseball is in danger of being superseded by golf as Hie national pastime. 
“Golf bas grown amazingly,” he said, "in the past few years, but baseball 
has grown also. 
The attendance figures that the major league clubs can show 
indicates that baseball lins grown steadily along with tile other sports and it 
still maintains its position far out in front.” 
With times good and contests promised in both leagues (herr* is no cause 
to believe that the club owners will not have a prosperous season. 
With the 
possible exception of two clubs, the major league teams made money last 
season and they should make more this season, although boxing did cut in 
heavily on the baseball patronage last summer.

However, the big events that might offer competition to baseball will 
come just at the time when the pennant races, if there are to tie contests, 
should be at their most interesting stage. 


Efforts of the two New York teams to make a now record by winning 
four pennants in a row will he another interesting feature of tin* season. 
For John McGraw, a fourth pennant for the Giants would he the height of 
his ambition, as h r 'Into achieved practically everything cise that a manager 
could aspire to. 
It is one of the breaks that makes baseball so interesting 
that finds McGraw iii a position where it is doubtful that his team will he 
able to win. 
Defeat of 
the Giants or (lie* Yankees would be welcomed in many parts of 
the country, and 
if bot ll learns failed to win the pennants, some* sections 
would be overjoyed. 
There is no doubt that New 
York has had more than its sh a re of pen­ 
nants in the last 
tour years, hut if New York clubs are good enough to win 
the pennant and if New York is big enough to support the world's series as 
generously as it lias been doing, there is no reason why the Giants and tile* 
Yankees should not win the pennants.
